Brown entered shortly 
children had been fed the candy.

At first unable to grasp the full 
significance of the situation the 
man soon realized that his wife 
was telling the truth, He sent 
Kaihleen to the home of a 
neighbor, Mrs. J. Defrain, 700 
yards away, where a phone call 
was sent for Dr. A. A. Drinnan, of 
Ferintosh, 10 miles north. 

While her husband tried to care 
for the children, Mrs. Brown locked 
herself in a bedroom. Dr. Drinnan 
arrived to find Kenneth in convul- 
sions and near death,

“You had better come out and say 
goodbye to Kenneth, he is dying,’ 
Mrs. Brown was informed. 

The answer was the sound of a 
shot within the room. Breaking 
open the door, the mother was 
found dead with a rifle beside segenk 

Kenneth died shortly after.

GENEVA, Dec, 11.—Woar threats 
in central Europe dissipated last 
night when Yugoslavia and 
Hungary bowed to the League of 
Nations, whose council unani- 
mously adopted a resolution “de- 
ploring” the assassination of King 
Alexander at Marseille. 

The action of the two opposing 
nations in accepting the resolution 
was viewed as a great league vic- 
tory in the interests of peace, 

Hungary, in diplomatic terms, is 
requested to take “punitive action 
against any authorities whose culp- 
abilities have been established” and 
“communicate to the council 
measures which it takes to this ef- 
fect.”

Investigation into the; cost of 
farm machinery and. repairs and 
also fuel oil and lubricating oils and 
gasoline, by the Royal Commission 
on price spreads, has been request- 
ed by Premier R. G. Reid.

A MATTER OF COURAGE 

The Government of Ontario, which recently 
borrowed $47,000,000 at 2.97 per cent interest, is 
to float a new loun early in the New Year for 
$25,000,000, using the money to pay off out- 


standing bonds which draw 6 per cent interest. | 


If the new loan is floated on terms as favor- 
able as the recent one, the taxpayers of that 
province will be saved the neat sum of $750,000 
a year in interest charges. The reduced rates 
on the former loan saved them more than $800,- 
000 per year. It pays to refund high-rate bonds 
into low-rate bonds. 

But can Ontario get the money? Of course 
it can. Governments do not have to pay what 
they are asked to pay. Qnly private borrowers 
have to do that. Governments can set the rates 
they pay. Only Governments which—like that 
of Alberta—have not courage enough to say 
“boo” to the money-controllers have to submit 
to dictated rates. The power to tax carries the 
power to borrow at low rates of interest. 

The people of Alberta have to pay 5 to 53 
per cent on current borrowings because every- 
body knows, including the controllers of money, 
the Government of this province hasn't sand 
enough to use its taxing power to cheapen 
money. But “this man Hepburn” of Ontario is 
different. Nobody knows that any better than 
the money barons. If he wants money he will 
get it, and get it at a fair rate. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE NOW 

Hon. H. H. Stevens has not much faith that 
his late colleagues will do anything to curb 
abuses unearthed by the mass-buying com- 
mittee, now functioning as a commission. He 
suspects they will take refuge behind the con- 
stitution, and say it is the business of the pro- 
vinces to regulate wages, labor conditions, and 
trade practices. Mr, Stevens should know what 
they are likely to do. 

Whether the Dominion or the provinces 
must assume the responsibility is apparently a 
legal point, which may have to be decided by 
the courts. 

But meantime, there is one thing the Dom- 
inion can do without waiting for court decisions 
or amendment of the B. N. A. Act, and which 
would have a decided and fairly far-reaching 
influence upon wages and labor conditions. It 
can stipulate that no firm shal] secure a con- 
tract from the Dominion, or sell it suppiies of 
any kind, unless agreeing to pay the highest 
minimum wage called for by the laws of any 
province. That would put pressure upon the 
governments of provinces which have no min- 
imum wuge and those whose scales are 
low. 

The Dominion spends a good deal of money 
in the course of a year for supplies and in con- 
structive undertakings. No provi 
ment would want to black-list its

GONE FOREVER 


The Cenadian Bank of Commerce, in a 
statement just issued at Toronto, sets down in

In 1929 the total of Canada’s farm income 
reached the figure of $480,000,000. In 1932 it 
was less than $150,000,000. Whatever the cause 
or causes, when farm income is cut to less than 
one-third there isn't any doubt about the 
farmer's position, nor any wonder that business 
collapses and values fade away 

But while his income was going to pieces, 
was the farmer's load reduced in proportion, 
or at all? Nothing doing in that direction His 
debts were not cut down. The interest on thern 
was not cul down, His texes were not cut 
down, These overhead items remained station- 
ary while his earnings shrank, leaving him 
facing the impossible demand that he pay three 
bushels of wheat where he had supposedly 
contracted to pay one. As a farmer could not 
do that, the arrears were added to his debts, 
public and private, and he is now being charged 
interest on the interest he couldn't pay. 

Here is a maxim of sound, orthodox banking, 
which applies to farmers as to others; Money 
lost is never regained. However much the loser 
may make in future years, he can never recover 
the money he lost, any more than one can go

The national agriculture may be rebuilt, and 
will be when more enlightened trade and mone- 
tary policies are brought into play.

PROVINCE AND CITY 

Against a funded debt of $141,610,985, the 
province of Alberta has accumulated a sinking 
fund amounting to $8,651,494. But the city of 
Edmonton, with a gross debt of $30,772,718, has 
piled up a sinking fund of $9,763,039, 

It $8 in the provincial sinking fund is suM- 
cient provision against a debt of $141, why is it 
that the city—with $9 in the sinking fund to 
meet each $30 of debt—must go on paying into 
the fund at a time when that cannot be done 
without confiscating the properly of taxpayers 
and threatening a breakdown of its finances? 

Either the province has not made sufficient 
provision to meet its debt obligations or Ed- 
monton has provided four times the money 
needed to protect the interests of its creditors. 
If Edmonton's sinking fund is not excessive, 
then the province should have more than 
$36,000,000 in its sinking fund at the present 
time. 

But the holders of provincial bonds are 
showing no signs of panic because the provin- 
cia] sinking fund stands at only $8 for each $141 
of debt. 

The inference is plain beyond any question. 
Holders of Edmonton's bonds would not be 
thrown into panic if the city decided to protect 
its taxpayers, its solvency, and their invest- 
ments, by withholding payments into the sink- 
ing fund for a couple of years. On the con- 
trary, those of them who have a realistic con- 
ception of the situation would tell council to go 
ahead and do it, as being the obviously sensible 
and safe thing to do in the circumstances.

The most surprising attempt at debunking a 
national hero of the past week is not to be 
found in Lloyd-George’s disclosures of the in- 
eptitude of Haig and the headquarters staff 
before Paaschendaele, or in Lord Esher’s 
Memoirs. It is contained in an article written 
by Major N. N. E. Bray in which he attacks no 
less romantic and secure a figure than Law- 
rence of Arabia 

The author charges Lawrence with having 
committed many blunders during the cam- 
paign, saying: 

“He was a mixed blessing to the Arab 
movement.... He was not capable of lead- 
ing the movement, for it was not his to lead, 
and he failed, quite naturally, to instil into 
the Arabs the necessary enthusiasm.

The man to whom Major Bray gives the 
honor for accomplishment in Arabia is an 
astonishing Englishman named Leachman, who 
singlehanded captured the town of Shifatah, 
an important Turkish ammunition depot, 
Leachman is said to have exercised uncanny 
power over the Arabs. On one occasion he 
saved Kerbela from an assault by seizing with 
his own hands the sheikh in command of the 
investing troops, and belaboring him. 

The bold and decisive part that Leachman 
played in the Arabian campaign is all the more 
remarkable because, unlike Col. Lawrence, he 
was stinted both as to money and men. He did 
most of his successful work unsided, backed 
only by confidence and a courageous spirit. It

The Value of Strong 
Abdominal Muscles 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


There are six hundred and eighty-two little 
braces distributed over the body. These are 
called muscles, and are composed of the most 
remarkable, active substance in the world 
which is known by the name of muscle fibre. 
Some of these muscles are more important 
than others to bodily health. 

Practically all of the vital 
organs are composed of mus- 
cular tissue. Next in import- 
ance to the muscles of these 
organs are the muscles of the 
spine and the muscles of the 
abdomen. If everyone kept 
these spinal muscles strong, 
there would be little need for 
the osteopath or chiropractor, 
Spinal troubles and pinched 
nerves in this section come 
mostly because the spinal muscles are too weak 
and the vertebrae are not held in their normal 
positions. 

Due to weakness of the abdominal muscles, 
found in many people, the abdominal organs 
have prolapsed to the very basin of the pelvis, 
and almost all of the organs now lie well below 
the navel. 

If man at the present time walked on all 
fours there would be ample room for al] the 
abdominal organs to hang in comfortable posi- 
tion without one interfering with the other. 
If we insist on walking on two feet, we should 
at least learn how to develop our abdominal 
muscles so as to hold the stomach and intes- 
tines in a better position so that they can do 
their work more efficiently. 

Sluggish elimination is perhaps the greatest 
common cause of disease. There is no cause of 
constipation greater than that from prolapsed 
and kinked intestines. Those who have tried 
to cure constipation with careful dieting should 
remember that constipation is often caused by 
a faulty position of the intestines as well as by 
incorrect diet. If this is the cause of constipa» 
tion, there is no cure except through training 
the adominal muscles, raising the organs to 
their normal positions, and thus ironing out 
the kinks which have existed. 

In many cases adhesion have formed around 
these kinked intestines, and exercises alone will 
not be sufficient to correct the trouble. In that 
case, deep manipulations are required, which 
are indispensable in the permanent cure of 
faulty elimination. 

The exercise for strengthening the abdom- 
inal muscles should be taken while lying on the 
back. These exercises are outlined in my 
article on Exercise and Digestion and the 
article gives you illustrations showing how the 
exercises are to be taken.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Miss Emma R. writes: “Do 
you consider excessive gas due to wrong com- 
binations of food?” 

ANSWER—There are many different causes 
of gas or flatulence. Improper food combina- 
tions is certainly one of the potent causes. The 
mixtures most likely to produce the symptom 
are those combining sugar, starch and protein. 
Another cause is simply an organic disturbance 
such as an improper flow of bile, The bile may 
be secreted in excess on any given day and fall 
too low on the day following. On the day of 
the increased bile flow this will bring about an 
increase in the gas. Or, the use of an acid with 
the meal may be sufficient to stimulate the flow 
of bile, the bile backing up into the stomach. 
When bile which is an alkaline, mixes with the 
acid gastric juices, excessive stomach gas is apt 
to result. The bile overflows backward and 
ounces of it can counteract the stomach juices, 
which will cause gas shortly after the meal, 
evidenced by belching. I notice this especially 
with the patient who tries to use an acid such 
as lemon juice with a starch meal. The acid 
will cause the stimulation of the bile and the 
patient will complain that his diet is not agree- 
ing with him because it causes so much stom- 
ach gas, If this is the cause the taking away of 
the acid will bring about a disappearance of the 
flatulence. Another cause of excessive gas is an 
improper balance of bacteria in the colon. In 
the colon at al] times are certain natural bac- 
teria needed to break up food material. When 
you use improper foods for years, even after 
using a good diet these bacteria still continue 
to generate, producing gas. The excessive 
amount of bacterial growth means excessive gas 
and the gas may remain for a month or two 
until the bacteria growth gets back to normal,

On this date (December 11) in 
1764 James Murray established 
courts of justice at Quebec and

He asserted that half the 
duty of a judge was to use his 
common sense, and this he did, 
with the result that he gained a 
reputation as a very sapient 
judge.

Editor Bulletin: With reference 
to the recent so called ‘dis- 
closures,” relative to the situation 
in the soup kitchen in this city; 
I am instructed by my organiza- 
tion to approach your paper with 
the following facts, showing the 
efforts of the single men in the 
community kitchen, to make pub- 
lie their grievances concerning 
the poor food served there. 

Severs! mass meetings have 
been held, all very well attended, 
Method of approaching the 
authorities were discussed in a 
petition of 1200 signatures was 
collected, demanding from the 
provincia] relief commission a 
system of cash vouchers good at 
any place of business in the city, 
On Friday last, as a final effort 
to get their grievances before the 
public and the proper authorities, 
£00 single men went collectively 
to see A. A Mackenzie, the super- 
visor of relief at the Administra- 
tion building, but were there 
herded by the police and refused 
even an interview, by delegation, 
Threats of arrests and intimida- 
tion were the only satisfaction 
they got. 

As, of course, the primary ob- 
Ject of this organization is to bet- 
fer the conditions under which 
our members are eating and 
sleeping, it must be obvious to all 
small business men in this city 
that if the single men had free- 
dom to buy their meals wherever 
they wish through the cash 
voucher system. they would bene- 
fit considerably from such an in- 
flux of business, In the pasi the 
single men have been criticised 


, as @ burden, but at the present 


time there is no reason why the 
small businessmen should not give 


| full support to these men. 


A delegation was informed a 
few days ago by Mr. Mackenzie 
that the plan of the relief com- 
mission is to send most of these 
men to the farms, regardless of 
whether they are conversant with 
this kind of work or not, This 
attitude of the authorities can 
only be construed as a first sign

Taking cognizance of the fact) 
that the larger retail stores in Ed- 
monton had signified their inten- 
tion of closing at six o'clock on | 
Christmas Eve, instead of 10 p.m, 
as in former years, city council on 
Monday night revised the regula- 
tions governing store closing on the | 
days preceding the holiday. 


Merchants are now permitted to 
remain open until 10 p.m. on Satur- 
day, December 15; Friday, Decem- 
ber 21, and Saturday, December 22 
Those deciding to remain open un- 
til 10 p.m. on Menday, December 
24, however, must forfeit the late 
closing concession for December 
21 and must shut up shop at 6 p.m, 
on this day (Friday). 

Before being changed by council 
Monday, the regulations provided 
that a store-owner could remain 
open until 10 p.m. on December 15. 
December 22 and December 24. 


CONSIDER EMPLOYEES 


Ald. J. T. McCreath, sponsor of 
the change, pointed out that the 
larger stores wished to close doors 
at 6 p.m. on December 24 in order 
to give the staffs an opportunity of 
leaving work early Christmas Eve, 
If they were willing to make this 
concession, then council should al- 
low them to stay open for business | 
until 10 p.m. on December 21, he| 
argued.

Anse Young, Well-Known 
City Sportsman, Passes

As a result of illness arising 
out of war wounds, the veteran 
Edmonton sportsman died Mon- | 
day noon at his home on Ross _ | 
Flats, leaving thousands to 
mourn the passing of a man 
they had come to love through | 
years of association. | 

Anse left to mourn his pass- 
ing, his wife, two children 
(Florence 11 and Dorothy 7) 
in addition to the countless 
friends made in more than two 
decades of active participation 
of sports activity here. 

His going leaves a wide gap 
on the sportive horizon of Ed- 
monton, for his figure was a 
prominent one through winter, 
summer, spring and fall over 
a long period and things just 
won't look the same with Anse 
missing. 

His association with sports in 
Edmonton dates back to 1908. | 
Born in Guelph 55 years ago, 
Anse came West in 1908 and | 
became grounds keeper at Dia- 
mond Park the following year. 
He remained at this post until 
1933, with the exception of the 
period from 1916 to 1919, when 
he was overseas with the Allies. 

He went to France with the | 
202 Sportsmen's Battalion, and 
was trainer for their track team 


He was the first man to make 
ice at the Arena (in the year 
1913) and held the post of ice- 
maker there for some years 
after the war. One of his great- 
est interests was junior hockey 
and he organized and managed 
a number of these clubs in his 
earlier days in Edmonton. 


Anse was a close friend of 
every professional baseball and 
hockey player to perform in 
this city and all of them knew 
they had ever a confidant and 
adviser in him. Many of these 
are now starring in both the 
major hockey and baseball cir- 
cuits but they will always have 
an indelible imprint in their 
memory for him. 

Lacrosse was probably the 
sport closest to the heart of the 
veteran sportsman who is now 
gone to his rest. An outstand- 
ing player in his earlier years, 
Anse loved the game as only 
one steeped in its traditions 
possibly could, and never lost 
an opportunity to further its 
cause in this Western country. 
He was on the executive of 
every lacrosse team that repre- 
sented Edmonton during all the 
time he spent here. 

Anse was one of the rare 
types that could never make an 
enemy—he was admired by 
everyone who knew him—he 
was a sportsman in every 
meaning of the word, so—may 
his soul rest in peace.
